dispatch of the truce formula 
to Peiping. 
U. S. and other circles indi­ 
cate that a specific deadline 
will not be affixed for a reply 
from Red China, but that the 
answer will be expected well 
before the end of next week.

will bring introduction of a 
resolution drafted by the U. S. 
and probably sponsored with a 


num ber of others calling for 
the condemnation of Com m un­ 
ist China as an aggressor, a 
call to get her troops out of 
Korea and an em bargo on all 
relations. The Acheson Plan 
will he invoked through sum ­ 
moning of the collective m eas­ 
ures com m ittee for drafting 
punitive steps.

The five-point statem ent of 
principles outlines the follow­ 
ing procedure: 
I. 
In order to prevent need­ 
less destruction of life and pro­ 
perty, and while other steps 
are 
being 
taken 
to restore 
peace, a cease-fire should be 
immediately 
arranged. 
Such 
an arrangem ent should contain 
adequate safeguards for en­ 


suring that it will not be used 
as a screen for mounting a 
new offensive. 
2. If and when a cease-fire 
occurs 
in 
Korea, advantage 
should be taken of it to pursue 
consideration of further steps 
for the restoration of peace. 
3. To permit the carrying out 
of the General Assembly reso­ 
lution that Korea should be a 
unified, independent, dem ocra­ 
tic, sovereign state with a con­ 
stitution 
and 
a 
government 
based on free popular elec­ 


tions, all non-Korean armed 
forces will be withdrawn, by 
appropriate stages, from Ko­ 
rea, and appropriate arrange­ 
ments, in accordance with Uni­ 
ted Nations principles, will be 
made for the Korean people to 
express their own free will in 
respect to their future govern­ 
ment.

Pending the completion of 
these 
steps, 
appropriate in­ 
terim arrangem ents 
will 
be 
made for the administration of 
Korea and the maintenance of 


peace and security.

As soon as agreem ent baa 
been reached on a cease-fire, 
the General Assembly shall set 
up an appropriate body which 
shall Include Britain, the U. S., 
Russia and Communist China 
with a view to the achievement 
of a settlement, in conformity 
with existing international ob­ 
ligations and the provisions of 
the United Nations charter, of 
F ar Eastern problems, includ­ 
ing, among others, those of 
Formosa and of representation 
of Chilla in the United Nations.

M. Rosenberg announced today 
that President Trum an has in­ 
creased the goal for the arm ed 
services from 3.200.000 to 3,462,- 
205 men by June 30. 
She told a Senate arm ed ser­ 
vices subcom m ittee that the 262,- 
205 increase was approved by 
the President only this morning. 
Mrs. Rosenberg said the in­ 
crease is to be m et “ at the earli­ 
est possible m om ent” but at the 
latest by June 30 of this year. 
The arm ed services on last 
Oct. 31 had reached a total of 2,- 
106,000 men, according to figures 
presented to the com m ittee by 
Mrs. Rosenberg. 
She revealed the new plan for 
the buildup of the nation's mili­ 
tary forces shortly after resum ­ 
ing testimony in support of the 
adm inistration’s new program to 
draft ^8-year-olds for Universal 
Military Training and Service. 
The adm inistration is asking a 
law' to draft 18-year-olds for a

The specialist says the d e p a r t ­ 
m ent has 70 million pounds of
